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District Attorney Jim 
Garrison said yesterday 
he first began to have 
doubts about the assassi- 
. nation of President Ken- 
nedy after discussing with 
Senator Russell Long 
(Dem-La.) an “incongru- 
ity" in the sequence of the 
fatal shots. He indicated 
he is now convinced it in- 
volved a conspiracy. 

Garrison told a news con- 
ference he would find, arrest 
and convict “individuals for 
being accessories after the 
fact, for having substantial 
knowledge of the conspiracy 
and withholding it and in oth- 
er ways abetting it." . 

Arrests that probably were 
weeks away before the dis* 
courses, he said, “now are 
most certainly months 
away." 

DETAILS 

He refused at the con- 
ference, at which more than 
40 out-of-town newsmen 
showed up, to give details of 
any plot. 

The Mew York Times re- 
ported, however, that a 
source in his office named a 
“suspect, tasked that his 
name be withheld, and said 
one theory is that anti- 
communist conspirators had 
planned to send Lee Havrey 
Oswald into Cuba to kill pre- 
mier Castro, then decided to 
go after Kennedy when Os- 
wald was denied entry into 
Cuba. 

Warren commission law- 
yers called the Source's reve- 
la tic ns nothing new, the 
Tames said, and added that 
"a great stack of data had 
been collected on both the 
suspect and the theory. 

Garrison did say none of 
the suspects were ILS. of- 
ficials or agents of a foreign 
power.

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After the discussion with 
Long, Garrision said, he be- 
gan looking into the matter. 
"Ah of a sudden the leads 
were coming in faster than 
we could handle them," he 
said. 

His p r o b e is going over 
ground not covered by the 
Warren Commission , Gar- 
rison said. “I think the in- 
vestigation was unsuccessful 
and incomplete. 

AREAS 

“In setting up the Warren' 
Commission and its 
machinery, there was no pro- 
vision made for evaluation 
machinery. There was too 
much information about 
some areas and not enough 
about others." 

Garrison said he has set up 
“a small task force of 
unusually competent police 
officers, assistant distirct 
attorneys and a private 
detective" to handle the in- 
vestigation. “We have made 
progress. Arrests will he 
made and convictions will be 
obtained." 

file remainder of the in- 
vestigation, he said, will be 
financed from money bor- 
rowed from banks and 
“some contributions X th ink 
we ’ll receive." 

Garrison said this would 
prevent New Orleans 
newspapers from checking 


expense vouchers in the 
clerk’s office and determin- 
ing where Ms investigators 
are going. The States-Item 
last week published records > 
winch showed his office has i 
spent over $3000 to date on 
its investigation. 

If a break comes. Garrison 
said, he will talk first to 
publications and television 
networks “who have given us 
information." 

Louisiana Governor John 
McKeitben said he has 
known of the Garrison in- 
vestigation since Christmas, 
Mc&eithen said If Garrison 
should ask for any coopera- 
tion from the State, it would 
he provided.
